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A Polish officers’ school for onginesrs and sappera (Oficerska Szkola Inzynier: 
4 Sapsrow Karlowicach) is lovated at Kariowice (P52/052), This training school 
was established originally in 1944 by thea Polish army. under Soviet direction a’ 
Preemysl (S50/V55), bat was moved to Karlowice in 1946 when the Soviets had 
captured the German Engineer Training School practically intact,

The teaching staff is comrosed of an almost equal mumber of Soviet and Polish 
officers and techaiclans.

Officially it is required as an entrenee qualification that all candidates have 
at least the equivalent of a high school training. In practice, however, the 
amount of the "proper" political education the candidate has received and his 
fanily status are much more important in gaining admittance to tho school. Ths 
complete course of training at the schoo] is set up as a three-year undertaking. 
The first class of three-year candidntes will be graduated im the fall of 1956. 
Unen graduation each officer receives a certificate from the. Ministry of Public 
Instruction, which acereditea him in civilian life as an enginser-technician. 


Anothar center of instruction for the engineer corps of the Polish army is lucat 
at Modlin. Here officers and non-commissioned officers attend refresher course: 
in new military engineering techniques. Particular sites are devoted to the. vaz 
ous types of bridge construction and repair. One such site is located at Jabl; 
near Modlin, To date the teaching staff at Modlin has besn principally composeé. 
of Polish officera, but recently many of the Polish officers have been replaced 
Soviet officers of Polish origin who have been trained im the Soviet Unione 
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
